The Cattleman Cover 


UNLOADING THE Fimat CATTLE IN NORTH AMERICA, 
Verma Cruz, 1521.-By Tom Lea, Comment by the artist. 


‘HE Spanish in their great age of expansion took livestock 
with them everywhere. On his second voyage, in 1493, 
Columbus took domestic animals to the island of Santo 

Domingo to start flocks and herds. The first cattle unloaded 
on the North American continent itself were brought to Vera 
boy from Santo Domingo by Don Gregorio de Villalobos in 
1621.° 

I believe my painting is the first ever attempted of this 
event in history. To reconstruct it, material could be gathered 
only from vague and scattered sources. There may be in- 
accuracies in my rendering, for | was forced to found it upon 
a number of suppositions, yet I believe these suppositions to 
be plausible. 

The scene is the harbor of Vera Cruz in the morning, from 
near the island of San Juan de Ulloa, landward toward the 
site of the future city. A few buildings and a tiny landing, 
erected by Cortez’ men, are visible on the shore; the sun is 
shining on the sandhills that so disgruntled Cortez in tryin; 
to maneuver his horses to impress the cactques when he lan 
there two years before. 

At that time the harbor was too shallow to dock a ship. 
Livestock either had to be pushed over the side to swim ashore, 
or else be hoisted into some kind of lighter and carried to the 
beach. 

A nao of the period was too crowded and «mall to accom- 
modate livestock below decks. Morison in Admiral of the Ocean 
Sea says that to ship their animals the Spaniards built pens 
on the open weather decks at the waists of their vessels. The 
cattle in my painting voyaged unprotected from weather, 
miserably fed and watered, dirty, cramped, and bruised by the 
pitching of the ship; I have gone on the presumption that they 
would be in such poor condition that their owner would not 
wish to further risk his valuable property by ae them 
over the side and making them swim for shore. Neither would 
he care to risk their weakened necks by lifting them over the 
side hanging by their horns. 

So I aed shown them being hoisted in a sling which could 
easily be made of spare canvas and line by any seaman-sail- 
maker. Similar slings are still used on the west coast of South 
America and on Hawaii. 

The sling was worked on a hoist made by rigging simple 
tackle from the mainmast yard, in the same fashion sailors 
of the period rigged tackle to hoist inboard and outboard the 
heavy guns of ships of war. 

The eattle are being let down into a crude lighter-barge 


made of “97 planking. In my researches I talked to a 


stockman who has seen cattle transported in Indian dugout 
canoes along the coast of Central America; the Spaniards 
might have used such canoes as lighters at Vera Cruz. But I 
have thought it more likely that the planking Cortez had cut 
for ship-building at Vera Cruz, following hia defeat and re- 
treat after the Noche Triste, was, after the arrival of re- 
enforcements and new hope, used instead for knocking together 
seme crude lighters to facilitate unloading the ships. In my 
picture 1 have constructed a . of this planking, building 
it in the same fashion seen on the little river-ferries and native 
lighters still in use on remote Mexican river crossings and 
harbors. The lighters are propelled both by oar and pole, and 
in my painting | have shown them manned by naked Carib 
slaves brought from Santo Domingo, since 1521 was too early 
for Mexican slaves. 

Gregorio de Villalobos and his mayordomo stand in the 
waist of the nao watching their cattle being hoisted over the 
side, while the chief boatewain’s mate-—they never change, 
from age to age-—standa in the stays above, directing the work- 
ing party on the mainyard hoist and the sailor on the lighter 
in the foreground. 

In the testimony relating to Villalobos, the Spanish reads 
“ttruro contidad de beserras”——“brought a number of calves.” 
But on the tongues of Spanish stockmen, the word becerra does

not necessarily mean heifer calf. To this day the word is wide- 
ly used to denote young breed cows. I have presumed that the 
animals Villalobos brought, at such pains, were cows of proven 
fertility, and not calves as the litera! becerra implies. The 
document does not state how many cows Villalobos brought; of 
course the herd included a young seed bull or two. 

My painting shows the twe kinds of Spanish cattle which 
were carefully differentiated in all early accounts. The cow in 
the sling was of a kind called ganado prieto, black cattle, most 
highly prized by the Spaniards because they were of the fierce, 
noble tores de lidia blood, the race of fighting bulls. I went to 
a epee | bull ranch in Zacatecas to study t anado prieto. 
The mottled roan in the lighter was the common beef, milk and 
work variety of Spanish stock, liable to be any color and any 
build, simply called ganado mayor. Cattle of this type can be 
seen today, unaltered, on any unimproved cow ranch in Mexico 
_— they are called corrieate, common, without improved 


Few events had greater historical implications for the New 
World than the landing of the first cattle in Vera Cruz in 1521. 


This ia the firet of a series of eleven paintings by Tom Lea 
on Western beef cattle to be published from time to time on 
the cover of The Cattleman. Lea was commiasioned by Life 
Magazine to do these paintings and they were presented to the 
Datlas Museum of Fine Arta in 1950 by Life.

Foot and Mouth Disease Situation 


By Gwonce Kirksey, Special Representative 
The Joint Live Stock Committee 


NTENSIVE inspection in the infected zone of Mexico is be- 
ginning to pay dividends in the gigantic campaign to wipe 
out foot-and-mouth disease, Dr. i R. Noyes, associate co- 

director of the program, said in summing up the accomplish- 
ments of the first three months of 1951. 

“The program is in as good shape as humanly possible,” 
said Dr. Noyes. “The shock of the small outbreak in Vera Cruz 
in December, 1950, the first and only outbreak in the past 15 
months, is over and all signs point to a successful completion 
of the job of eradicating aftosa from Mexico.” 


One of the high spots of the campaign in 1951 has been 
the almost complete cooperation of the Mexican cattle owners, 
Dr. Noyes pointed out. “This especially has been helpful be- 
cause of a wave of Indiana-type stomatitis through Districts 8 
¥ and 10,” said Dr. Noyes. “Almost 95 per cent of the cases of 
stomatitis, the symptoms of which are very similar to aftosa, 
have been reported by the cattle owners. This makes the job 
of our inapectors so much more effective and enables our field 
men to cover more territory and to cover it more thoroughly.” 

During January and February, sometimes as many as from 
25 to 30 herds were reported daily with animals showing what 
were thought to be symptoms of aftosa. In every case, Ce. 
tory tests proved the disease to be stomatitis. g typical field 
report of one such case follows 

“At Rancho Yusucine, Guerrero, in herd of 20 bovines, one 
found with two large ruptured vesicles of entire right and left 
hind teats, each 8-9 days’ duration. Cow vaccinated three times. 
Sample 68% collected and forwarded laboratory. Two unvacci- 
nated calves show no lesions. Four contact herds contain 4% 
hovines, 35 goats, 18 hogs. Quarantine established. Inepec- 
tions continue,” 

Dr. Noyes reported that early in March there were si 
that the epidemic of stomatitia, which swept through Districts 
8, 9, and 10 during the first two months, was showing signs of 
diminishing.

The joint Mexico-United States anti-aftosa commission, 


| which has been waging war against the dread disease since 


December 1046, received a rude surprise February 26 when « 
Corpus Christi, Texas, newspaper reported that two smugglers 
bad been arrested for bringing nine cattle, one of them with 
foot-and-mouth disease, across the Texas border. Both men 
were arrested and charged with emuggling animals inte the 
United States. Official investigation proved that the anima! 
which was reported to have foot-and-mouth disease, was badl 
tick-infested. This case, however, impressed on commission o: 
ficiale the necessity for increasing vigilance along the border. 

In addition to the commission's normal operations, extra 
precautionary measures are being taken in the Mexico City 
milkshed, an area covering about 75 square miles. A large 
force has the ranches in the milkshed under almost constant 
watch, and the premises are inspected and disinfected regu- 
larly 

Looking ahead to the future, the joint commission, barring 
any unforeseen developments, is considering plans for 60-day 
inspections perhaps by July. 

During 1951 imepections have been made at the rate of 
about 2,500,000 animals weekly. For the first two months, 
more than 22,000,000 animals were inspected, making a grand 
total of about 278,000,000 

Personne! has been cut back to the lowest level since the 
campaign started, with only 2,522, of which 697 were Ameri- 
cans, on the commission's pay roll as of March 1

Changes in the standards for grades of slaughter (live) 
vealers and calvea coincide with revisions in carcass grades 
with additional changes in names of grades. In brief, these 
changes in grades of vealers and slaughter calves include: 
resent Choice and Prime grades under the 
name Prime, (2) renaming Good as Choice, (5) establishing 
a new grade Good from the top half of the animals now in- 
cluded in the Medium grade, (4) renaming the remainder of 
the present Medium grade as Commercial, and (5) renaming 
Common grade as Utility, leaving the present Cull unchanged 

Livestock production practices and consumer preferences 
for meat have developed to the point where a general revision 
of the entire grading structure was needed e first change 
was made in carcass beef grades and slaughter cattle grades 
The changes for veal and calf are in line with previous re 
visions. Changes have also been proposed in sheep, lamb, and 
mutton grades 

Carcass grades for veal and calf are the basis for Federal 
grading of these meats by the Livestock Branch of USDA's 
Production and Marketing Administration. The grades are 
stamped on meat in a purple ribbon stamp which includes 
beth the grade and class name 

Slaughter grades of (live) vealera and calves are used by 
the USDA livestock market news service as a basis for uni- 
form descriptions of calf and veal trading on the nation's 
markets 


Texas Crop Report 


JROSPECTS for small grain crops in all areas of Texas 
were revived somewhat, and soil moisture conditions in 
the eastern third of the State were much improved by 

rains received during February. Another cold spell of brief 
duration reached into all parts of the State sround mid 
February, but no additional damage was reported over that 
which resulted from the early February freeze. Warm rains 
were fairly general during the week of February 12-19 and 
particularly so ower the eastern one-third of the State, with 
the lightest precipitation being in the Low Rolling and High

in the south. The water supply for irrigation was atill low 
in the Lower Rio Grande Valley and the large non-irrigated 
area of the Coastal Bend was still critieally dry.

1951 Wool Price Support Program 


*T° HE Production and Marketing Administration of the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture has announced that price sup- 
perts on 1951 weel production will average 90 per cent of 

the parity price of wool on March 15, 1951. The dollars-and- 

cents level of support will be announced about April 1. 

The Agricultural Act of 1949 requires that the price of wool 
be supported between 60 and #0) per cent of parity. The Act 
provides further that the support shall be at a level within 
the range needed to encourage an annual production of ap- 
proximately 360 million pounds of shorn wool. Since production 

is now below this amount, the support is being set at the 90 

per cent of parity level, 


Since early in 1960, wool 


rices have ranged well above the 
#0 per cent of parity level. No purchases were made under the 
1960 wool program and all UsbA wowl stocks acquired prior 
to the 1960 program have been liquidated 

if changes in market prices make price support necessary, 
prices of shorn and pulled woo! will be supported through pur- 
chases. The program announced recently includes the period 
April 1951 through March 1952. The 1961 program will be 
similar to the one in effect for 1950 when under agreements 
with the Commodity Credit Corporation handlers acted as 
agents. Producers will be given an opportunity to decide after 
appraisal whether or not they want to sell their wool under 
the program. This was a new provision in last year’s program 
Prices for individual types and grades of wool will reflect post 
war market price relationships as in the 1950 program 

One change this year will limit purchases to wool owned 
by producers. This will include wool offered by producers, 
producer pools, cooperatives representing ery and pul 
leries. After the producer has sold his wool, it will not be pur- 
chased under the program 

Wool prices have been supported by similar U. S. Depart 
ment of Agriculture programs since April 1943 with the ex- 
ception of three months in 1047

Seventy-Fourth Annual Convention 
Texas and Southwestern Cattle Raisers Association 


Dallas, Texas, March 12-15, 1951 


Bureau Federation, Chieago, followed the 
Governor and his speech substantiated 
and re-emphasized the statements made 
by the Governor.

Report of President Ray Willoughby 


One of my first official acts upon tak 
ing office following the 1950 convention 
was to complete the purchase of the 
building at 410 East Weatherford as the 
home of the Association and The Cattle. 
man. Negotiations for this building were 
started by my predecessor, Bryant Ed. 
wards. The Association and The Cattle- 
man staff moved into this new home on 
the 19th of last August. On December 9, 
Open House was held in our now home 
Nearly 1000 of our friends from all over 


the Southwest visited us at that time. 
They were entertained by an orchestra 
furnished by Burrus Mills and partook 
of a barbecue luncheon with us. We were 
very happy to welcome so many of our 
friends and to show them our new home 
of which we are very proud. 

The brucellosia problem has command- 
ed considerable attention during the past 
year and in connection with this matter 
I have made trips to Washington, Chi 
cago, Dallas, Phoenix and San Francisco, 
where we presented the case of the range 
beef cattle producer. 

Considerable work has been done by 
the Association in connection with the 
Congressional enactment of the Defense 
Production Act. We have been very much 
interested in this legislation as related 
particularly to wage and price controls. 

We have been particularily interested 
also in working for regular and special 
appropriations necessary for tick eradi 
eation and control, foot-and-mouth dis- 
ease work, and strengthening the border 
patrol, 

The new meat grading regulations 
which have been adopted and put into ef- 
fect January 1, 1951, by the Renevtent 
of Agriculture called for attendance at a 
hearing in Chicago 

The Industry Conference Committee 
which was formed for the purpose of 
representing the live stock industry in all 
price control matters and in other things 
of importance to that industry during the 
emergency has received our loyal and er- 
ergetic support. We have been repre- 
sented at meetings of this committee. 

During the past year the Texas and 
Southwestern Cattle Raisers Association 
has enjoyed continued steady and healthy 
growth, and at the present time has the 
largest membership in its history. This, 
as of February 28, 1951, was 9,055 mem- 
bers who rendered 1,543,000 cattle on

Another di- 
vision of our inspection force is known 
as “Field Inspectors”. There are 28 of 
these located at strategic points through- 
out our territory so as to easily acces- 
sible to the greatest number of members 
on short notice. 

More than three-fourths of the revenue 
collected by the Association is used in 
maintaining the brand inspection work 
which is so vital to the welfare of the 
cattle industry. There is probably not 
one of you members who does not know 
the value of this inspection work. All 
who are not members are more or less 
benefitted by it. Of course, the only way 
we have of measuring its value in dol- 
lars and cents is by keeping a record of 
the number of strayed or stolen cattle 
recovered, but its value extends far be- 
yond that. The very fact that the Asao- 
ciation exists and maintains an inapec- 
tion ferce which is continually on the 
alert to recover cattle, prevents many 
thefts each year. For this reason, | feel 
that the importance of the brand ae 
tion work and the prosecution of theft 
cases, most of which is done on evidence 
secured by our inspectors, cannot be too 
strongly emphasized, not only from the 
standpoint of our own membership, but 
for the cattle industry at large. 

To give you an example of how exten- 
sive our activities are, during the fiscal 
year 1950-51, Texas and Southwestern 
Cattle Raisers Association market inspec 
tors operating on 15 markets, inspected 
2,133,967 Texas cattle. And, in addition 
to this, a very large number of cattle 
that did not originate in Texas. Our 28 
field ins ors were continually inspect- 
ing cattle in the country, and the cattle 
they saw are not included in the figures 
given above, so you can see that this 
force of 68 men, working for you day 
and night, has a very marked influence

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in keeping cattle losses from theft and 
straying to a minimum. 

During the year the Association field 
and market inspectors investigated the 
ownership of 738 cattle which appeared 
to be strayed or stolen. Of this number 
598 were recovered and turned over to 
members, 44 were released after investi- 
gation, 31 are still pending and the pro- 
ceeds of 65 cattle were recovered and 
turned over to members. 

The average value of the 65 cattle 
which were sold and the proceeds turned 
over to the Association for transmittal 
to the rightful owners was $155.09 per 
head. Assuming that all cattle handled 
by the Association's inspectors were 
comparable in value, the total value of 
cattle handled amounted to $114,456.42. 

In addition to the impertant services 
already mentioned, our inspectors have 
represented the Association in their re- 
spective territories and have assisted the 
members with many and various prob- 
lems which are brought to their atten. 
tion. As they go about their regular 
duties they are always on the alert for 
cattlemen that would make good mem- 
bers of the Association, and it is very 
largely through their efforts and the 
daily contacts which they make with 
those engaged in the cattle industry that 
the membership has been maintained and 
increased to its present high level. 

Assistance is also being rendered many 
people through our complete record of 
the brands registered in this state. 
Probably a few of you know that your 
Asscciation has the only complete file 
of cattle brands stered in each of 
the 254 counties in Texas and that, as 
members of the Association, you benefit 
through the service that can be rendered 
from this record. 

The Association's attorney has had a 
variety of work during the past year. 
He has made quite a nuraber of trips to 
Washington and was also in Austin a 
number of times. As representing the

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Association, he has attended meetings 
of other organizations and various com- 
mittees. In addition to assisting in the 
prosecution of cattle theft cases, the at- 
torney has worked on civil matters and 
advised with the officers. During the 
year our attorneys assisted in the prose- 
cution of 31 cattle theft cases, with the 
following results 

Twenty-four convictions with peniten- 
tiary sentences ranging from 2 to 16 
years. 

Une conviction with penitentiary sen- 
tence probated 

Two convictions with penitentiary sen 
tences suspended. 

Four acquittals. 

Traffic and transportation is a sub- 
ject to which the Association devotes 
considerable time and gives close atten- 
tion. Our traffic counsel will give a de 
tailed report on this subject later in 
the program,

a very steady and sound growth, both 
in the advertising carried and the nuam- 
ber of subscriptions, until on February 
28, 1951, we had 30,287 subacribera on 
our list-—the largest that it haa ever 
been and the largest for any livestock 
magazine of its kind in the world. About 
half of these subscribers are located in 
Texas and the others in the remaining 
47 states and 26 foreign countries. We 
can be justly proud of our magazine and 
the fact that its steady, sound growth 
in cireulation has come about without 
the use of any sales effort whatsoever 
We do not employ circulation saleamen 
and have not solicited a single subscrip- 
tion for more than five years. 

The financial situation of both the As 
sociation and “The Cattleman” is a very 
satisfactory one, Neither has any out- 
standing obligations at the end of the 
fiscal year, but each has a very credita- 
ble cash balance as well as considerable 
amount invested in United States De 
fense Bonds.

Interviews With Members and Guests Attending the Convention 


HE lobby of the Adolphus Hote! in 

Dallas echoed to strange sounds in 

March when hundreds of fine boots 
of every description knocked back and 
forth upon the marble floor. From the 
stairway above one looked down upon a 
sea of big hats, and many folks from 
Dallas whe had never seen such a gath- 
ering of cowmen from the wide ranges 
of the great Southwest, came down town 
te have a look-in. They were amazed and 
thrilled. Underneath the brima of these 
hats one saw faces of sun-tanned men, 
old and young. Good faces, handsome 
faces, clean-cut faces, warm with fellow 
ship and hospitality, Handshakes were 
firm and greetings sincere. Ranchmen 
have been called cattle ag and range 
kings a long time, but in Dallas at the 
T4th annual convention of Texas and 
Southwestern Cattle Raisers Association, 
they were treated like kings. As some 
one remarked, the Dallas convention will 
always be referred to as “the big can 
vention” because more folks attended 
than ever before. 

Since John W. Carpenter, president of 
the Dallas Chamber of Commerce, was 
official host to the cattlemen, and did 
more than any one person to bring the 
convention to his city, sincere thanks are 
expressed again for a most wonderful 
time.

Teday horseback 
riding is still one of his greatest pleas 
ures, He and hia son, Ben, own and op 
erate four ranches and one large farm 
They run Brahmans, Herefords, and a 
sprinkling of crossbreds, and some fine 
Quarter and Walking Horses. Their com- 
mercial brand is 3C on the right side 
and the numeral indicating the year the 
calf was born branded on the right hip. 
The registered cattle carry 3C on the 
right side and a heart on the right hip. 
Carpenter bought the Dallas ranch in 
1929 so that his boys would not grow up 
in the city. “Il wanted them to know 
about cattle and land, and agriculture,” 
he said. Now Mr. Carpenter puts his big 
hat on Laura, his 16-month-old grand 
daughter, and shows her the cattle and 
horses that he loves. Genial, down-to- 
earth, friendly-—that's John W. Carpenter 
of Dallas, truly a great citizen. 


Cc. D. Bird of Matador was a colorful 


old timer at the convention. “I was at 
the last gathering held in Dallas,” he 
said. “The only entertainment we had 
then was a «mall smoker and a few 
cigars—quite a change from the present 
set-up!” Bird is chairman of the board 
of the First State Bank, Matador, and 
has a ranch at Midland, the 7-Bar, which 
he and his son, the late F. A. Bird, op- 
erated until recently. Now his daughter 
in-law and grandson, 14-year-old Charles, 
will help him earry on the job. They at 
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tended the convention with him, Charles 
is a student at Bryan. Bird says he has 
sold his Matador cattle to two other sons, 
Garland and Gus. He has been living in 
Matador 66 years. He ran away from 
school to become a cowboy and worked 
for the Pitehfork Ranch in 1884, then 
went to work for H. H. Campbeli of the 
Matador in ‘85. He worked for the brand- 
ing outfit, was a horse wrangler under 
J. D. Harkey, bess. He loved the free 
life under the stars and slept like a log 
op his bedroll during the long round-up 
days. He stayed with the Matador 12 or 
15 years, then took up school land under 
the Four Section act, but had already 
started his cattle herd. “I was the first 
man the Matador ever hired, that owned 

’ he said, “but they asked me to 

care of one of the big pastures, 
called Sanders Hollow, that had to be 
fenced. This big pasture of some 75,000 
acres would afford me plenty of grass 
for my cattle—so | again went to work 
for this big outfit.” Bird stayed with 
this job eight years, then went into bus 
iness for himself 


R. L. Lange and A. H. Seahoim of 
Eagle Lake were among the first visitors 
to arrive in Dallas. ey drove to the 
city, “bedded down” at the Adolphus, and 
were soon out in the lobby shaking hands 
with other friends. Lange has been run- 
ning Brahmans, commercial herds, since 
1933. He was bern at Columbus and al- 
ways had “a hankerin’” for cattle. When 
he was given the opportunity to ranch 
near Eagle Lake he took advantage of 
the offer, and has never been sorry. He 
says Brahmans are the cattle for his sec- 
tion of the country as they are thrifty 
to raise, and there's not much danger 
from pinkeye or cancer eye. Seaholm is 
a ranchman-rice farmer and likes the 
combination. He has been ranching for 
the past eleven years, but has been grow- 
ing rice since 1916. He says he has a 
fine combination as the rice land has to 
lie out four years between crops and dur- 
ing these years he runs cattle on it. He 
runs mostly Brahmans. “It's about ‘even 
Stephen’ where money is concerned,” he 
said. “Both rice and cattle are profitable 
~—but, ef course, I'm partial to ranching!” 

J. C. Hallows of the Cassidy Commis- 
sion Company, National Stock Yards, Ili- 
nois, didn’t mind the cold weather whist- 
ling up and down the streets of Dallas 
during the convention —-as he's accus- 
tomed to that. He had a good time say- 
ing hello to his many Texas friends. He 
has been coming to the conventions for 
thirty years. His company sella Texas 
and Oklahoma cattle daring the summer 
after they have fattened on Oklahoma 
and Kansas grass. 

Frank M. Carter of Combs and Worley, 
Pampa, Texas, came early and took im 
the convention with his wife and daugh- 
ter. Combs and Worley Ranch is one of 
the old historic ones in the Panhandle. 
Carter's grandmother, Mra. Phebe Wor- 
ley, was one of ita early owners, Fine 
Herefords from this ranch have been 
shown for the past 30 years and have 


taken many blue ribbons. In 1036 their 
Hereford bull, C. W. Carlos Domine, took 
the honors in Fort Worth, Dallas and 
Kansas City. Carter also has a commer- 
cial set-up which he runs in conjunction 
with the registered herd. He was born 
in Amarillo and has been managing the 
ranches since 1931. His two sons, Frank 
and Patrick, both in school, are his best 
cowhands 

Mr. and Mrs. Carl Yowell and Mr. and 
Mrs, Grady Singletary of Alto had such 
a big time in Dallas at their first con. 
vention, that they're already making 
plans to come to Fort Worth next year 
Mr. and Mra. Yowell ranch at Forest 
Hill Plantation which was a Spanish 
Grant to her great-grandfather, James 
Till, first alealde of Nacogdoches. The 
property has been handed down in her 
tTamily sinee. The old house of logs built 
in 1847 is still in use with its beamed 
ceilings and wide board floors. Herefords 
and Brahmans, both commercial and reg 
istered herds, are run at Forest Hill, The 
Singletarys drove to Dalias with the 

owells. Singletary’s grandfather found 
ed the G. 8. Ranch, so-called for his in 
tials. At present this ranch is the price 
and joy of Singletary and his son, Grady 
C. The latter is in Stephen F. Austin 
College working on his Master's Degree 
As soon as he finishes achool, if he doesn’t 
go to work for Uncle Sam, he'll be help 
ing his dad run the ranch. They especial! 
ly take great pride in their atures, 
which have been sown in all kinds of 
clover. A sprawling ranch house site on 
a hill with a big Dutch oven in the kitch 
en and a dining room that seats 160 
guests. An annual family reunion is held 
at the ranch each June. Singletary says 
last year he fed 125 folks for supper 
and they consumed 94 pounds of beef, 
especially fattened for the big soiree, and 
barrels of biscuits along with three pound 
coffee cans of preserves. The Singletarys 
are proud of their deer too, about 100 
head, that run wild on the ranch and feed 
with the cattle. 

H. F. MeGill of Alice, past president 
of the Association who served from 1046 
37, Was present at the convention with 
Mrs, MeGill. He was worried over the 
worst drouth he has ever known in the 
history of his country, and he’s been 
ranching there 48 years. “We've had no 
rain all winter, nor so far this year,” he 
said. “It's too dry to plant a crop. Stock 
has to be fed entirely, but so far there 
is plenty of water from the wells. We're 
fighting with a short stick—-but getting 
along,” he said. McGill rans Braford cat 
tle and his brand is the triangle.

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Dallas and he was disappointed not to go 
to the cattleman’s bail, as he wanted “to 
size up the Dallas gals.” Van Cleve said 
he had some relatives in the big city but 
diin’t have time to keep up with them! 
“I do pretty well if I keep up with my 
cattle,” he said. Accompanying Van Cleve 
senior were his two tall sons, BE. C. and 
Db. F., and a friend, M. P. Lester. The 
Van Cleves had to leave Dallas before 
the convention was over and didn't stay 
for the dance. E. C. ranches with his 
father and their place is called Pecosa, 
after the sharp grass by that name that 
grows upen certain sections.

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W. O. (Bill) Manning of Houston man- 
ages the Fondren Estate and according 
to Thad Smith, standing by, has the finest 

stered red Brahmans in the world. 
Bill says he wouldn't go this far, but 
he’s plenty proud of the red cattle they 
have developed. He says they have sev- 
eral crows breeding programs underway, 
eressing red Brahmans with other strains. 
They run about eight hundred head of 
registered cattle. “Our cattle are red, 
our horses are red, and our books are in 
the red.” Manning said with one of his 
infectious grins, but we're not red-——we're 
good Americans first and Texans sec- 
ond!” Manning was bern in Fort Worth. 
He looks after ranches in Harris, Fort 
Bend and Colorado Counties. 


Ben Simpson, 80, of North Field, Mot- 
ley County, has been ranching ever since 
he could ride a horse and he still rides 
and gets thrown occasionally. This hap- 
pened just recently when his gentle horse 
ag frightened and pitched him off. Luck- 
ily he wasn’t hurt. He runs grade Here- 
fords and says the biggest change he’s 
seen in the cattle business is the price in 
cattle. “I guess it’s good,” he admitted, 
“but it sometimes frightens me too.” He 
was born in Missouri and came to Texas 
in 1875, settling in Parker County before 
there was « town called Mineral Weils in 
the Brazos Valley ten miles distant. He 
went to Motley County fifty-four years 
ago and started to work for the Mill Iron 
wagon boss. This ranch was then owned 
by the Continental Land and Cattle Com- 

ny. When he went to work for the out- 

it there were about thirty-five men at 
the wagon. “All have gone on but three,” 
he said; Ben Pruitt of Estelline, Wilborn 
Barton, Motley County, and myself.” 
Simpson recalls that all of the cattlemen 
worked together in those early days at 
the big round-ups. They joined the wagon 
where they were boarded, and they 
worked under the wagon boss. Eac 
ranchman cut out his cattle after the 
day's work. “I've stood guard over herds 
at night after working all day,” he re- 
called “I remember one heavy rain when 
the night was so black that you couldn't 
see the herd only when lightning flashed. 
Albert Latham was working for the F's 
then. He was struck by lightning, and 
both he and his horse were killed. The 
third guard that night let the cattle get 
away, but we got most of them the next 
morning.” Simpsen continued, “folks talk 
about the good old days, but I don't think 
they were so good when I think of La- 
tham, and of the four years my wife had 
to live in a dugout when our children 
were small. I built a tolerably fair house 
for her later,” he said proudly, “the best 
in the neighborhood. I've been living in 
that same house forty-eight years!" His 
wife died in 1931 but they reared eleven 
children, five girls and six boys. After 
his wife pas away he divided his land 
and established his children on ranches 
of their own. All of them today are in 
the ranching business. “I'd have to stop 
and think how many grandchildren I’ve 
got.” Simpson said, “but I have two 
great-grandchildren and they can't be 
beat!”

Chappell says his famous fore- 
bear patented the wire and made it In 
DeKalb, [linois, then came to Texan with 
“Bet-A-Million Gates,” a professional 
salesman of wide repute, who helped him 
get the wire on the market and establish 
a fortune, Some of this first wire is still 
in evidenee on early-day ranches. Elwood 
spent part of his barbed wire money to 
buy the Spade Ranch from D. H. Snyder 
The ranch had 400 sections, but today has 
only thirty left The original Spade 
Ranch is now in prosperous cotton farms 
Chappell lives in Lubbock and has an of- 
fice in the Elwood Estates Headquarters 
He owns a ranch in New Mexico and 
runs white faced cattle, still using the 
Spade brand

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Two Texas County Seats That Disappeared 


STACADO and Emma, two towns in 

Crosby County, Texas, once were 
county seats but no more now, 
though old timers of the south plains 
built a lot of pipe dreams around the 
old towns. 

Looking through some old books the 
other day I came across one by Mrs. 
Nellie Spikes, entitled “Early Days on 
the South Plains.” 

This booklet was gotten up by Mrs 
Spikes to keep in memory the oldtime 
Crosby County Reunion that was held 
for many years at the old Hank Smith 
ranch on Blanco Canyon in Crosby 
County. 

For the last few years since World 
War I! it has been held each year at 
Ralls, nearer the center of Crosby County. 
Being fortunate enough the past summer 
to attend the reunion at Ralls, I can 
vouch for them as royal people to enter- 
tain all who attend. 

Later on in this article I am quoting 
a few lines from Mrs. Spikes’ booklet in 
memory of some experiences in my early 
day cowboying on the trail to Kansas, 
thinking it might be of interest to read- 
ers of The Cattleman 

Back in the early days of the 1800's I 
left Midland, or near there, with a herd 
of some 2,300 two-year-old Pecos River 
steers belonging to John Gardner and 
Andrew Allen, et al. 

They made a trade with Toode Purcell 
to drive them over the trail to Coldwater, 
Kansas, for 50 cents per head. Gardner 
and the other owners were to furnish ene 
man to help on the drive, and I was for- 
tunate (or unfortunate) enough to get 
the job. 

It was an awful dry spring, and it was 
late in May before we started the drive. 
This herd was not used to watering at 
windmills and water troughs, as they 
were used to drinking Pecos River water. 
We could only get them to drink out of 
water troughs by taking out the valve 
and letting the water bubble at the end 
of the lead pipes from the tanks that the 
windmills pumped water into 

Mr. Purcell was one of the moat ringey, 
hot-tempered men I ever worked around 
Being in a hurry to get to his end of the 
bargain, he would take the chuck wagon 
on for miles ahead of the herd, camp the 
cook and crawl under the wagon and 
sleep until us punchers finally had over- 
taken the wagon. 

And he had the hardest cook I 
saw on any range. He would put red 
pepper in everything he cooked. His 
chuck was so hot the cowboys whose lips 
were sunburned and raw could eat but 
very little, thereby the chuck bill would 
be very small. The cook would make what 
we culled wheelers or flat cakes made 
with baking powder. They were thin, and 
he would stack them up in piles and 
keep a let om hand at all times 

Rip Harrington or Warren and I! 
worked with the lead cattle, or what was 
known on the trail as “pointers,” what 
time I was not back behind the herd 
hunting lest steers that would try to go 
back at night. That was my first ac 
quaintance with Rip Harrington, though 
1 had known his brothers, Dave and Tas, 
for some time before this. They were all 
raised on the Liano River in Llano 
County, and many old timers «till talk 
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of their early days as brene riders, etc. 

We crossed the country where Lamesa, 
Texas, is now, and on through the Ta- 
hoka country. It was still dry and there 
was no surface water to water the herd 
with. We crossed the breaks country near 
where Post, Texas, is now and went up 
on the plains, through the St. Louis Cat- 
tle Company's range. I think Rolly Burns 
was there then and maybe George 
Bowles. 

As we reached the flat plains country 
of Croshy County, they had just started 
the village at Emma. It looked to me like 
one could roll a marble forty miles. Early 
ene morning we spotted a house and a 
windmill in the distance. It did not look 
too far. Purcell took the wagon and had 
the horse wrangler to follow, and told 
Rip Harrington and me to keep the herd 
oN north to the house and wind- 
mill. 

We did, and the more the sun shone 
the smaller that houre became. It was 
still and hot and the steers and cowboys 
were becoming thirsty. About twelve 
o'clock we got the herd close enough to 
the wagon and house and mill that War- 
ren went in and got himeelf a drink and 
came back. Then | went in and quenched 
my thirst with good plains water. The 
settler had allowed the Bossa to get a 
supply from his well and had but very 
little left in his small earthen tank. 

Purcell told me to go back to the herd 
and hold up the lead cattle until they all 
caught up, and for the cowboys that 
could to come to the wagon and eat and 
change horses. We had some twelve or 
more miles to make that evening before 
we could get to Blanco Canyon and 
water the steers; and a lot of the steers 
had had no water for three days, and 
most all the herd was crazy, as well as 
myself, 

By one or two o'clock, we had all eaten 
some pepper, drank some coffee, changed 
horses and were ready to stir up the 
steers that were so tired and thirsty. 
About that time a little breeze came 
from off the little pool of water at the 
windmill and hell broke loose, 

Those steers lifted their heads and 
came in a run. We jerked our «licker 
coats from our saddles and began to 
fight the steers in the face and finally 
stopped them. As it happened the breeze 
had quieted down. 

Then the steers balked, and one who 
never saw a dry, crazy herd balked, 
knows very little about what I am say- 
ing. Those steers just turned side by 
side and refused to move. Though they 
were wild-natured and range-raised on 
the Pecos River, you could not make one 
move without making your horse push 

Purcell drove his horse into the herd 
and hollered and whipped them with his 
rope, but they refused to budge. He just 
cussed and pulled his hair, and got so 
ringey he got off his horse and vomited 
up a lot of wheelers and red pepper. 

Rip Harrington and | rode up side by 
side, and sat on our horses and laughed 
at the show. Finally I rode around to 
Purcell and told him if he would let me, 
I could move the herd. He cussed me for 
a while; then he said, “You think you 
are so smart; take to it, you durn fool.” 

I loped back to where the cook was just 
starting the chuck wagon and asked him 


to let me have the wash tub that he 
washed his dishes in, I took the tub and 
put some water in it from the water 
barrel beside the wagon. 

I then hitched my pony beside his work 
mule and climbed on the wagon and told 
the cook to drive back into the herd and 
he did. As the cook got near the herd, | 
poured some water on the tet right 
at one of the steers. He threw up his 
head and bawled, and every steer that 
heard him bawled and came running. I 
told the cook to head north, the way the 
Boas and saddle horses were going. Every 
little bit I would sprinkle some water on 
the grass. 

As you know there were no highways 
in Crosby County at that time. agen 
but flat grass flats as far as one couk 
see. When the wagon, the cook and I 
sitting on the back end of the wagon, 
went into Blanco Canyon just before 
sundown, there was a string of steers 
one behind the other for two or three 
miles back the way we had come. 

As Rip Harrington rode over to where 
the Boss had picked the place to camp 
the wagon, the steers were drinking all 
the water they wished to drink, and graz- 
ing out on the hills and beginning to lie 
down and rest, 

Rip said to Purcell, “Well, we made 

“Yes,” Purcell said, “Nobody bat a durn 
nester would ever try anything like that 
to move a herd of steers after they had 
balked.” 

I never said much. I needed a job then 
to enable me to eat. 

And every year that I am able to go 
back to the Crosby County reunion, | 
will always think well of the man that 
helped to start Emma and hope wherever 
he is, all ie well with him, for I was a 
oor boy a long ways from home when I 
firat sampled his plains water. 

I just wonder what a poor boy in this 
day of push button living would have 
done. 

The Early Day History of Emma, in 
Crosby. County, Texas, was written b 
Mre, Nellie Witt Spikes, and goes bac 
to 1808, or before. 

“House cleaning days had come again,” 
Mrs. Nellie Spikes writes, “and I was in 
the attic at work. I picked up an old 
day book to dust it. Idly I an to turn 
the pages. Memories came floating in. 
Gone were the days of depressions, mo- 
tor cars, airplanes and picture shows. I 
was a little girl again in a town n 
Emma. 

“Perhaps you would like te go back 
with me to those far-away early days at 
Emma and read this history with me. I 
began wondering why the town was lo- 
cated where it was, and why was it 
started? My questions were answered 
like thie: Estacado was the first town 
started by the Quakers, and the first 
county seat. 

“Some time later Ab Benedict filed on 
a section of jand near the center of 
Crosby County and laid off a town site 
He gave every one, both cowboys and 
settlers, a deed to ten lots, and got 
Stringfellow and Hume to move their 
store to Emma. Gleaton Produce Com- 
pany, now at Ralls, is located in this 
old building, and if thie old house could

take a dollar to the store and buy a pound 
of coffee, a pound of hamburger, a dozen 
eges, & quart of milk, a loaf of bread and 
pound of shertening——and have a few 
cents left in change. 


Today, if she dared even go to the store 
with just a dollar, she could buy the 
bread and the coffee. The reat would cost 
anether $1.50 

To put it in ewen figures, the food that 
cost 89 in 1929 costa today. Clothing, 
housing, automobiles and nearly every- 
ome else have gone up almost as dras-. 
tieally 

Of course, wages and salaries are high 
eT, raw materials are higher; the whole 
eoonomy ts inflated, and we all have more 
‘buying power”. It remains a fact, how 
ever, that the real worth of a dollar is 
what it will buy. And the 1961 dollar, as 
compared with 1930, is half spent before 
you get it 

Some of you might ask: “Is that bad? 
What's wrong with getting 40 cents a 
pound for steers, and 45 cents a pound 
for cotten?” I'll be frank with you: From 
& personal viewpoint, the only thing 
wrong is that I don’t have enough steers 
or enough cotten to sell, but I sure do 
hate to pay $80 a ton for cottonseed cake 
to feed my steers. You know the saying 
“Buyers hate inflation.«ellers love it.” 

It ia true that the early stages of infla 
tion have a very attractive aspect. Good 
times, easy money, jobe plentiful and not 
too tough why not let the spiral keep 
turning ’ Let the printing presses roll out 
the greenbacks! 

I'll give you a tip: Lots of governments 
have tried it. They are not here today. 

A government can rig the game for a 
while with deficits, controls, orders, 
edicts and laws, as you and I might, but 
in the final snalysia there is one law it 
cannot change—the law of supply and 
demand. Uniess the supply of goods 
keepa up with the supply of money, we 
will have inflation 

And if such a balance existed, we 
would not necessarily escape inflation. It 
has been said that our money system is 
epen at both ends. Easy credit allows us 
to spend future earnings; accumulated 
savings allow us to spend past earnings 
Take those together with a business 
boom, and on top of the whole thing put 
anh armament program that is supposed 
to reach 52 billion dollars in 1952. A brief 
contemplation of that picture will show 
why we ought to be worried about infla 
tion. We haven't really seen any infla 
tion yetunleas prompt, courageous and 
effective remedies are applied 

Already we are seeing for the first 
time in many years, signs of a flight 
from the American dollar—a flight into 
houses, automobiles, common stocka, 
farma and ranches, commercial proper 
ties-almost anything that will provide a 
hedge against inflation 

Already we are seeing the little fellow 
being badly pinched between his static 
salary and a rapidly rising cost of living 


Already we know that our defense pro 
gram ie going to cost us at least twice 
as much as the same program would have 
eoat just prier to the outhreak af World 
War il 

I saw some figures the other day show 
ing how armament costs have increased 
since the cloee of World War Il. For ex 
ample, in 1945, S)-caliber machine gun 
cost the gowernment $249 Today that 
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same 50-caliber machine gun costa $720. 

In 1945 « light tank cost $39,452. Today 
the equivalent tank costs $126,029. 

And se on. A two and a half ton truck 
of the army's specifications cost in 1945 
the sum of $2,521. It now costs $5,487. 

Already we see the people of Texas and 
the rest of the United States cashing in 
their government bonds faster than they 
are buying them-——either through neces- 
sity or through fear that these savings 
will aoon be dissipated by inflation and 
they'd better get their money into some 
thing that will increase in value along 
with everything else. Well, what's caus- 
ing all this inflation, and what can we do 
about it? 

In attempting to cover that subject in 
a few minutes, am reminded of the 
time, several years ago, when one of the 
capitol correspondents at Austin became 
ill and had to go to the hospital for a 
week or so Rite he was in bed, he 
passed the time writing a history of the 
world in a thousand words. One of his 
colleagues heard about it and put a little 
story on the wire, about this history of 
the world in a thousand words. The last 
line of his story was: “Some details had 
to be omitted.” 

Both lack of time and lack of economic 
background will force me to omit some 
details about the causes and cures of in- 
flation 

However, any good economist will tell 
you, I believe, that inflation simply 
means the existence of too much money 
and credit in relation to available goods. 

Obviously, then, to halt inflation, you 
have to (1) cut down on the money and 
credit, or (2) produce more goods, or (3) 
do both. 

We all have great confidence in the 

reduction capacity of this nation. We 
ave the finest machinery and uip- 
ment, a highly skilled labor force and the 
“know-how”. Even such a production line 
as ours, however, cannot absorb an im 
mense defense program without some ef- 
fect upon the available supply of civilian 
goods 

Another weapon to be used againat in- 
flation ia that of wage and price controls 
by the government. Personally I don’t 
like controls-—I don’t suppose any of you 
do. But we have to admit that controls of 
some sort may be necessary on occasion. 

At best, however, price and wage con- 
trols are merely stop-gaps in the fight 
against inflation. Their basic weakness is 
that they deal only with the symptoms of 
the disease and not with its causes. Con- 
trols cannot prevent increased inflation 
they might, in some measure, postpone 
some of its effects and give us time to 
launch a more fruitful attack on the 
baste Causes, 

If we cannot depend entirely on in 
creased production and price controls to 
aave us from fatal devaluation of our 
money, then the only approach left is 
that of monetary-fiscal control. This for- 
mula has been described in these words 

“Taxation to reduce the incomes that 
individuals and busineases have available 
to spend; credit controls to restrict ex 
penditures financed by borrowed money; 
a program to promote savings; and max} 
mum economy in government expend 
tures,” 

I won't try to discuss taxation here; I 
gees it occurs to all of us that the fed- 
eral government is doing a pretty thor- 
ough job in that line already, and prom 
ised to do more; and that the state, coun 
tees and municipalities are cooperating 
almost too willingly toward this particu- 
lar type of drainage of spending ability 
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This additional tax burden further em- 
phasizes the need for sound, economical 
government practices. That is an area in 
which something can actually be done 
about inflation, if we have the courage to 
do it and are willing to sacrifice some 
of the governmental services to which we 
have become accustomed. 

What about credit expansion’? This is a 
most important factor in the inflationary 
trend. 

in the last ten years the supply of 
money in this country has increased from 
a little more than $60,000,000,000 to al- 
most $1580,000,000,0G0. Most of that in- 
crease occurred during the war when the 
government was expanding its credit by 
increasing the public debt. 

But in the last half of 1950 alone, the 
money supply increased by §8,000,000,- 
)0. Economists agree that the chief rea- 
son for this increase has been the pur- 
chase by the Federal Reserve System of 
more than $3,000,000,000 worth of gov- 
ernment securities. You have read, no 
doubt, of the argument that has been 
going on between the Treasury Depart- 
ment and the Federal Reserve System 
over Mr. Snyder's insistence that these 
securities be kept at par or above-—and at 
a low interest rate. This could be done 
only if the Federal Reserve System 
bought them as they were offered, in any 
quantity necessary to keep them pegged 
at the desired level. 

The effect of such a policy is full 
realized when we remember that for eac 
dollar the Federal Reserve Bank pays to 
a private bank for such securities, the 
banking system can create about $5 in 
additional loans. 

These new credit dollars have pushed 
up the prices of the things we buy, be- 
cause a credit dollar is just as active in 
its contribution to inflation—-maybe even 
more so--as a hard-money dollar. 

The Federal Reserve System tried in 
various ways, including the boosting of 
legal reserve erquirements, to counteract 
the effects of this cheap money policy. 
E\ven so, the whole of the operation—in- 
creasing cash requirements with one 
hand and supplying the cash with the 
other—-is necessarily self-defeating. 

It is encouraging to note within the 
past fortnight that Mr. Snyder has 
agreed to a special issue of government 
securities at a slightly increased rate of 
interest-—-a move that, to a limited de- 
gree, may nen further damage of the 
sort that has occurred. The real need, 
aceording to virtually every economic 
autherity, including the federal reserve 
people themselves, is a policy that will 
allow government securities to find their 

rice and interest levels in the open mar- 

et. Developments of the past few days 
in the government securities market 
would seem to indicate that some prog- 
ress is being made toward the achieve- 
ment of this policy. Let us earnestly ho 
that those responsible for our fiseal poli- 
cles can agree upon and follow the wisest 
possible course—-for upon their decisions 
depends, in large measure, the future 
value of our money. 

But we are far afield in the realm of 
high finance and national fiscal policy— 
and | actmitted in the beginning that I 
was getting into somebody else's pasture. 
Why, then, do I bring these matters to 
your attention at this time? What busi 
ness is it of mine, and yours? 

I'l! tell you why it is our business. 

It ia the common record of history that 
unchecked inflation has been utterly de- 
atractive of all values. The stability of 
the American economy cannot stand an- 
other big inflation in money supply—and 
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in prices——on top of the inflation already | 


experienced since 1939. 

Every day, in the governor's office at 
Austin, I am faced with depressing evi- 
dence that inflation is already hurting us 
here in Texas—and hurting us badly. 

I am concerned over the future of our 
financial structure, and I am immediately 
concerned with the present status of the 
small business man, the smaller operator 
in any field and particularly of the citi- 
zen whose salary cannot keep pace with 
the cost of living. 

To come close to home, I am thinking 
of the state employee who is trying to 
hold body and soul and family together 
on a salary that has not been adjusted in 
any way to the cost-of-living increase 
that has come in the last two years. 

I am thinking of the old age pensioner 
who is trying to exist on $50 a month or 
less. Fifty dollars a month wasn't so bad 
back in the days when you could buy 
three and a half pounds of round steak 
for a dollar, but today, that dollar won't 
buy even one pound. 

If you want to leave out the hu- 
manitarian angle and consider your own 
pocketbook, remember this: Inflation ts 
adding something every iy to your fed. 
eral, state, and local tax bill. Inflation 
makes it cost more to build roads, to run 
schools and universities, to buy office 
supplies, to safeguard the public health 
and safety, to make even the most mod- 
est of provisions for civil defense-—in 
short, to carry on each and every phase 
of your state and local government. 

To all who have saved up some money 
for old age, or have put their money and 
their faith tn retirement policies or annu- 
ities, inflation has a particular personal 

fe are all in this thing together. When 
the little man suffers, eventually all suf- 
fer. A year ago at San Antonio, I made 
this statement to you: 

“Government today sorely needs the 
attention and participation of men who 
are conscious of the importance of the 
little man in business. You don't have to 
worry about the big outfit--on the ran 
or in the halls of commerce. It will take 
care of itself. But an industry ia truly 

rosperous only when the little fellow in 
it ix prosperous, That is true of the cattle 
business, and it is true in the oil business, 
on the farm, in the grocery business and 
on down the line.” 

I reiterate that statement today, and 
make it applicable to the situation I have 
been discussing here. 

Can we do anything about inflation? 
Sure we can. 

The laboring man can help by increas- 
ing his individual production 

The banker can help by being conserva- 
tive in his credit practices and avoiding 
inflationary loans. 

The cattleman and the farmer can help 
by making more food available. 

The businessman can help by playing 
the game fair and square, both with the 
government and with his customers. 


Just any citizen can help by doing i 


without things he doesn’t really need. 


The Federai Reserve System can help | 


by discharging its responsibility to pre-

A short time ago a letter came to my 
office from Senator O'Mahoney. The sen- 
ator said he was working on the matter 
of federa! aid for highways, and trying 
to save some money, and wanted to know 
about the Texas program. Could we get 
by with any less kes the $29,167,000 that 
has been tentatively allocated to us for 
19527 

1 have told Senator O'Mahoney that 
Texas is most proud of its highway pro- 
gram and most anxious to continue it 
without interruption; that we feel that 
Texas highways are just as important as 
any in the nation, for both military and 
civilian use, and that our program has 
heen tentatively projected not only 
through 1952 but for several years ahead. 

“However,” and now I quote from the 
reply to Senator O'Mahoney, “the state 
of Texas fully recognizes the desirability 
and necessity of reducing domestic appre- 
priations as an offset to the necessary 
increases in defense expenditures. 

“Texas would not like to be singled out 
for a decrease in the anticipated federal 
grant, but let me put it this way: We 
will cheerfully accept any reduction of 
monies not already committed that Con- 
gress deems obligatory under the circum. 
stances, at such time that proportionate 
reductions are made in the highway 
grants to other states and in the entire 
federal non-defense spending program.” 

We consider that a fair attitude to 
take, for the good of the national econ- 
omy as well as our own interests, I know 
we will all await the outcome with in- 
terest 

Let me say just one more thing about 
inflation 

There hax been a lot of “inflation by 
publicity” in this country, There has been 
too much “seare buying”-——too much fear 
that we are heading for financial chaos,

The 
remedies for inflation are not palatable.

PU HE uses of spinning and doubling horses 
are great helps to many breakers and 
trainers. For instance, the pony wants to 

buck Helding him op is sometimes might 
hard, bet if he can be «pun or doubled bec 
every time he figures on chinning the moon he

This doubling and spinning, when used right, 
has a quieting effect too. When he gets dizzy 
he usually wante to quit. In fact, getting a 
horse diazy from epinning i« one of the oldest 
ways to break him to ride. Some of the old : Go down one rein- 
time breakers tied a horse's head to his tail, 
then «tarted rubbing him with a long light pole é ; Double him beck!!! 
Every time the horse started fighting he «tart : 
ed spinning. He fought himaelf, and, as a rule 
learned his lesson muy pronto 

Another use for spinning and doubling te to 
make him quit trying te run. At the same time 
he can be taught to go lighter on « bit. Try to 


check him lightly with the bit; if he 
doesn't slow up enough, go down one rein 
and double him back. If he is spun to the 
left the first tirne he should be doubled 
to the right the next time. Make him spin 
in both directions. Turn him around and 
around until he wants to quit because 
he's dizzy; then make him stand for a 
minute or so before you ease him out. 
Keep after him enough—he'll soon learn 
to slow up when you check which makes 
him lighter on the bit. 
In the illustrations the rider is using 
a snaffle with a chin strap which keeps 
the bit-ring from being pulled into the 
horse's mouth. The hand pulling the rein 
is held down low to stay on the bars 
which causes the pony to lower his head. 
Always remember that high hands get a 
high head; low hands a low head. You 
put it where you want it

around. I see no reason to be busting

werd, Oklahoma. Research workers 
and co-operating ranchers used planes 
to spray thousand acres 
of sagebrush. They applied low concen- 
trations of the chemical 2.4-D to the 
sage when it was in vigorous growth in 
the late spring. The cost ran about $2.50 
an acre and the results were effective 

Mesquite, one of the most apectace 
lar range brush pesta, does not appear 
to be affected by 2.4-D. However, 
studies at Spur, Texas, indicate that 
another new chemical — 2.4.5-T— may 
be used effectively on mesquite and 

other brushy peste. Extensive 
tests are needed to determine the proper 
treatments and whether they are prac: 
tical from an economic standpoint 

Getting rid of the brush and weeds in 
only a part of the research story on 
range improvement. A second part, 
equally important, is the creation of 
improved varieties of grasses and leg- 
umes for seeding the cleaned land 

Forage breeders are now focusing at- 
tention on species that will supplement 
native grasses, extend the grazing sea- 
aon, persst through weather hazarda, 
yield high quality feeds, and then = 
duce larger amounts of viable seed t 
the present commonly grown varieties, 
Many of these are now in the develop 
ment stage.

Your President came, and 
many other cattle men came, including 
Past Presidents of your Association and 
other prominent members of the Associa- 
tion, and they established that there was 
a drouth emergency in the 50 counties 
ef South Texas, and the Railroad Com 
mission promptly put in an emergency 
freight rate reduction on cake and hay, so 
the cattle could be kept alive so there 
would be something to ship later 

And may it be said, to the good judg 
ment and credit of the railroads, that 
they did net attack the order of the Com- 
mission in Court. It is about the first 
time we ever put an order out that some- 
body didn’t sue us. I think the railroads 
were convinced by the testimony given by 
your own witnesses. At any rate, they 
did not attack that order, and it is in 
effect now 

Ray Willoughby asked me to talk to 
you about oil, You have all got oil, or if 
you haven't you are expecting it. If they 
have drilled on your land and didn’t get 
oul. it i no doubt beeause they didn't 
drill quite “deep enough”, and I am sure 
that somebody will come along later and 
drill deeper and find it, if you will just 
wait long enough. They will drill deeper 
when it i« profitable for them to do so 
You know you have te have value in 
order to make people spend money to 
save anything. 

We used to have a saying that some- 
thing was as “cheap as dirt”, but we find 
out today that dirt is the highest priced 
commodity on earth, and we are doing 
everything we can to save dirt-——I, of 
course, mean the top soil. 

Now, we have stopped the flaring of 
natural gas from oil wells, and thus have 
saved billions of feet of gus from oil 
dailyThis was pure physical waste pre 
vention, and has meant better royalty 
payments from your oi! well gas and the 
natural gasoline, butane and propane 
thus saved 

As | said a moment ago, you know 
you have to have value in order to make 
people epend money to save anything, 
and when gas got worth enough to save, 
we ordered that the gas had to be put 
back in the reservoir in order to maintain 
the pressure to lift more oil; or had to be 
ised for light or fuel; for the making of 
carbon; or some other useful purpose. 
We ordered that the wells be not pro 
duced unless the gas was saved 

Now, that caused a great many law. 
surta. We had, I think, 20 lawyers oppos 
ing us in those 15 cases, The Court de 
cided that was physical waste prevention 
and that the Commission should save the 
gas. We are saving now more than two 
billion feet a daw that formerly went up 
nte the air in flares. That is helping in 
a wonderful way 

The United States is a great oi] pro 
ducing country. Our reserves of crude oi! 
in the United States are 26 billion bar 
rels, but the crude oil in the Middle East, 
the reserves of the crude oi! around the 
Persian Gulf, are 38 billion barrels 

I mention those two figures, 26 billion 
barrels here with 430,000 oil wells, where 
as in the Middle East they have got 38

wells. They were wildcat wells. 

The oa im the Middle East will flow 
or produce about 10,000 barrels of oi] per 
day per well, on a string of pipe A on} 
doesn't cost any more over there than it 
does over here. 

So the great aren today is how 
can wells of the United States that aver- 
age only 16 barrels per day compete in 
the world market with i in foreign 
fields that produce 10,000 barrels per 
day’ That is just like having a machine 
gun that will shoot 20 rounds per minute, 
and the other fellow having one that will 
shoot 10,000 rounds per minute. We are 
just watching the Russian bear standing 
over there where his shadow falls right 
over the Middle East, all of those coun- 
tries around the Persian Gulf, with the 
Russian bear poised ready at any time he 
pleases to devour them. I suppose he is 
waiting until we get all of the pipelines 
in and refineries built before he steps 
down and takes the Middle East. Then 
Russia will have that which they are now 
short of, namely oil, in far greater quan- 
tities than we have. Russia would have 
that production with wells that produce 
far greater than ours. 

(ne reason they only have a few wells 
in those fields is because they have no 
diverse ownership. The Crown owns it all, 
and you have to pay royalties only to the 
Crown 

Now, | wish to call your attention to 
the fact that reservoirs of oi] are best 
developed as a reservoir, and net as 
tracts of land, because the oil itself in in 
4 reservoir down under the ground, and is 
not a part of the section lines or fence 
lines Fhe point I make is that I urge 
upon all of you owners of land that you 
permit.-yes, that you encourage—unit 
ization of your fields so that the field 
ean be operated as a unit, to the end that 
the greatest possible recovery of oi] can 
be had. You will get three or four times 
as much oil in that manner, and therefore 
three or four times as much money, if 
you will ne yes, if you would insist 
upon and require that~—the operators 
unitize the field, so that wells can be put 
where they ought to be put and at the 
same time the oil can be taken out at 
the place where it ought to be taken out 
and gas put back where it should be put 
hack #0 as to maintain the reservoir pres 
sure. All there ia to this oi] and gas con 
servation is conserving the reservoir 
energy 

When we discover a new field, after 
five wells have been drilled in it, the 
engineers and reservoir scientists can tell 
us now what makes that field tick, wheth 
er it has a water drive or a gas drive, or 
whether it is a combination drive of gas 
and water, or whether it is a gas expan 
sion drive. As soon as we find out what 
kind of an oi] field it is, what is the 
nature of the motivating energy, then 
the mght prescription can be given for 
methods of developing that field and pro 
ducing it se that the greatest amount of 
oil will be taken eut in the proper manner 
over the whole area of the field 

Stated conversely, so the least possible 
amount of oi] will be left in the ground 
never to he recowered by man. That is the 
purpese of oil and gas conservation, 

In the old fields, produced in the old 
open flow metheda, as they were pro 
duced in the old days, the gusher type 
before conservation became estab 
hi . they left over 100 billion barrei« 
of oi! in the ground in this country

Hy ALLEN Kiine, President 


LLEN KLINE’S speech before the 
convention was perhaps one of the 
most interesting ones of the meet 
ing, expecially his denunciation of the 
possitility of controls in the livestock in 
dustry. Kline opened his speech with a 
brief resume of his reactions after a visit 
with members of a Yugoslavian coopers 
tive, or commune, as they eall it, These 
communes which the people are told t« 
helieve are operated by the people them 
selves are a io cry from cooperatives as 
they are known in the United States and 
Kline departed with a firm belief and 
eonvietion that the communes are oper 
ated with Russian domination and that 
anyone who even attempts to thwart the 
government's program finds himself pe 
nalized through extreme taxes and some 
times exterminated entirely 

Kline spoke of his visit to Great Brita: 
where he visited with members of the 
National Farmers Union and delivered 
speeches stressing the neceasity of fight 
ing for freedom and not relying on the 
government to provide subsidies and oth 
er help. He pointed out that the program 
of the National Parmers Union was en 
tirely coneerned with things they were 
guing to get the government to de ;

I think in 30 minutes I can build a 
case five years ago that decided thia 
thing, but we are not starting from five 
years ago.

fe are not at war with Russia today be 
cause when we went into Korea they de- 
cided not to strike. They had the planes, 
and they had the tanks, and they had the 
troops, and they were not in Moscow 
either. They were in Viadivestok, and 
they could ee thrown us off like that 
if they had wanted to. They didn’t do it 
Why not? 

They can march to the channel ports, 
based on the best information from our 
Intelligence Service, in from three to five 
weeks, and there is nothing to stop them 
They have got the divisions, and they are 
live divisions.

Well, you might think they don't move 
because they don't think it is moral, tut 
I don’t happen to think that. They have 
a ruthless dictatorship.

| om regulations. You live on pork, and we 


want to have production 

Now, that black market also destroys 
morale. If we go this route for five years, 
the rationing of meat, I will guarantee 
that we will have a card index of all of 
the families in every community in this 
country, the number of people in them, 
how old they are, and we will have people 
checking the freezers «f they can find 
them to see whether you are cheating the 
rest of us that don't have any 

This is the old regulation system, and 
this is exactly——-well, { say sometimes 
that this control is not the American 
way. I say now to you that it is far more 
nearly exactly the opposite way to the 
American way. 

I den’t want to try out the Russian’s 
way. What I want to do is to produce pigs 
without any controls, I want to let the 
people of America eat, spin and seil 
wherever they can and in every way, and 
we can do it 

There is another aspect of thia thing 
which | can guarantee if you » this 
route, and that is that costs will rise 
Read the ne wspapers What ie the major 
element of costa’ I will leave it to you 
They are going to rise.

There are different points of view and 
opinions regarding the beat route for the 
nation te follow in its quest of economic 
ility. | am convinced, however, aa I 
heheve you are, that if we are to achieve 
the type of stable, balanced, healthy eco- 
nomic growth that this nation must have 
te continge strong, it muat be within the 
framework of the American system of 
free enterprise, fair competition, and pri 
management and direction of busi 

industrial, agricultural, and finan- 
operations, 
need not have been trained in eco 
nemic thinking to realize fully that the 
inflationary dangers facing this country 
hive been magnified greatly since the 
outbreak of war in Korea. During the 
past eight months virtually every index 
of inflation has moved upward. This most 
recent resurgence of inflationary trends 
has resulted largely from four develop- 
ments

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First, individuals and businesses have 
combined to create an abnormally large 
demand for many types of goods and 
services. was a netural and per- 
haps to-be-expeected development, as each 
individual and business— motivated large - 
ly by self-interest—undertook to protect 
against anticipated shortages and price 
increases. In terms of national interest, 
unfortunately, this was undesirable and 
contributed toward aggravating supply 
and demand relationships which already 
were unbalanced. 

A second development that has con- 
tributed markedly to the rise in prices 
has been the several turns that have been 
given to the wage-price spiral 

A third contributing factor was the 
“open-mouth” policy followed by so many 
government officials, whose statements 
aroused fears of shortages, higher prices, 
and drastic controls, all of which tended 
to induce individuals and business to un- 
dertake to protect their positions as 
quickly as possible 

Finally, a very substantial unwar- 
ranted expansion in the volume of pri- 
vate credit added greatly to the money 
supply at a time when it was already ex- 
cessive in terms of available goods and 
services and when firm, positive meas- 
ures to control and prevent a further 
growth should have been undertaken. 

As we look ahead into the future and 
give proper weight to the effect of the 
defense program upon our economic sys- 
tem, it seems crystal-clear that infla- 
tionary forces will continue to be very 
strong and will, in fact, tend to grow. 
This conclusion seems to be accepted gen- 
erally by all groups, regardless of the 
particular shade of their economic think- 
ing.

er of our dollar; the disagreement arises 
when the discussion moves to the pot 
of hew that objective can be achieved 
moat effectively 
Although there are many definitions 
of inflation, the meaning of the term can 
perhaps be most forcefully and most un- 
derstancably expressed by simply saying 
that it is the result of too mach money 
bidding for too few goods. That simple 
definition points clearly to the avenues 
that must be followed if inflation is to 
he stopped. We must do everything pos- 
sible to utilize the productive capacity 
and skills that this nation possesses to 
produce more and more of the goods that 
are needed to meet our defense require 
ments and to maintain civilian standards 
of living a» high as practicable. Nothing 
should be done which will in any way ob- 
struct the achiewement of that goal, for 
in the long run the only certain answer 
to inflation is more and wholiy adequate 
production 
During the interval that is necessary 
to increase our output of industrial prod- 
ucts of many types and the wide range 
of foods and fibers, positive steps must 
be taken to prevent the impact of a swol 
len money supply from further disrupt 
ing the supply-demand relationship. Un- 
fortunately, during the several months 
that have passed since the Korean out- 
break, there seems to have developed a 
tendency to rely upon so-called direct or 
selective controls and an unwillingness to 
face the problem at its source, that is, the 
excessive growth in the supply of money 
We have seen the re-establishment of 
price controls, some uncertain steps tak 
en toward the control of wages, the re 
establishment of control over the use of 
consumer installment credit, the estab 
lishment of direct control over many 
types of new real estate mortgage credit, 
tightening of the eredit regulations re 
lating to security transactions, and an 
increase in member hank reserve require- 
ments. At the same time that these con- 
trols were being placed in operation, ef 
fective control was not maintained with 
regard to the reserves of the banking sys 
tem, with the consequence that banks of 
the nation, being able to obtain reserves 
freely, were able to meet the unusually 
large demand for credit from business 
firms and from individuals. Thus billions 
of additional eredit dollars were placed 
in the money stream 
As we observe this trend toward more 
and more reliance upon direct controls, 
there are several things that, in my opin 
ion, ought to give me cause for genuine 
concern. The first of these—-and the most 
disturbing one to us—is the apathetic at

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stated that selective credit controls are 
available which act more positively and 
effectively than do general credit con- 
trols and that the aggressive use by the 
Federal Reserve System of its power to 
regulate consumer credit and regulate 
credit for new housing meets the require- 
ments of a sound policy for the restraint 
of credit, These economic advisers then 
add that there are other selective con 
trols, such as the restriction of credit 
for inventory buying and the limiting of 
credit for commodity exchange trading, 
which can be added te those already in 
force. Finally, they suggest that if still 
further types of selective credit re- 
straints prove to be needed, legislation 
te authorize them should be considered. 
These statements point unmistakably to 
a willingness to broaden the range and 
coverage and increase the number of di- 
rect governmental controls over the fi- 
nancial system 

A third point that I think should be 
kept in mind, especially if we are faced 
with the possibility of an increasing num- 
her of direct controls, is the fact that the 
situation which confronts us is not ap- 
parently of a short-run, temporary nha- 
ture. We cannot feel with any assurance 
that even though we may accept Various 
direct controle upon our economic ac- 
tions, such acceptance is only for the 
time being and that not far in the future 
we will be able to return to the more 
nermal characteristics of a free enter- 
prise system. Numerous statements by 
high government officials show clearly 
that they do not think of the current sita- 
ation as a temporary one; instead they 
regard it as long-run in character 

I think this fact is of very great sig 
nificance, because it simply means that if 
we permit our economy to become en 
meshed in an increasing number of di 
rect controls and if those direct controls 
are to be permitted to remain in force 
for years to come, we may find that they 
will have become permanent fixtures. It 
is this possibility, together with the ap 
parent willingness on the part of so many 
to accept direct controis— perhaps think- 
ing they may be temporary—that is so 
disturbing. We must decide very quickly 

possibly within the year-—the type of 
economy that we want, that is, an econ 
omy that pointa more and more toward 
tirect government control or an economy 
that points conaimtently toward free 
choice and free competitive decisions of 
private enterprisers 

From these comments you can see that 
I de not place toe much reliance on di- 
reet controls. It reminds me something 
of a story | heard recently, about a fel- 
low who was addressing a group of Bap- 
tists 

He said, “You Baptista, you are all 
right, but you Baptists don't keep people 
from sinning.” He said, “You just keep 
people from enjoying it.” 

These direct controls do not control in- 
flation except for a temporary period. 
and you have got to ase something more 
than that if you are going to succeed in 
controlling inflation indefinitely 

Although increased production is the 
iitimate answer to inflation, the supply 
of money available to businesses and in- 
lividuala must be prevented from in- 
creasing in such a manner as to ag . 
vate supply-demand relationships 
problem—control of the money supply— 
is of primary immediate importance. 

The Congress has placed with the Fed- 
eral Reserve System the authority and 
the responsibility to control the volume 
and evailability of bank reserves, @ 
thus influence the volume of bank credit 
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Feeding livestock through the soil 


When the Albert Schindlers bought a farm near Cen- 
tralia, Missouri, in 1948, cash cropping had starved 
the soil. The farm was producing less than 20 bushels 
of corn or oats per acre. Albert dec ided he would have 
to feed the soil before he could feed livestock. 

“LE tried clover, but it wouldn't catch, so I started 
treaning about 20 acres each year and now every held 
has had at least one application of lime and rock phos- 
phate. Next, I quit cash cropping and began feeding 
everything to livestock.” When a complete fertility 
testing service was started atew years ago by the County 
Agent, Schindler was one of the first to bring in his 
soil samples. He now uses $00 to 600 Ibs. of high-test 
fertilizers to the acre for corn, and the residual boost 
often doubles his oat yields the following year. 

Albert's program is paying off. The land will grow 
legumes now. He has 60 acres of improved pastures,

His 
steer calves are wintered on roughage and a small 
amount of grain. After low cost gains on good pas- 
ture the following spring, they are fed corn on pasture 
beginning in July or August and marketed in the fall 
weighing around 1,000 Ibs.

The Federal 
Reserve System is the major source of 
reserves to the banking system, and un- 
less the nation’s commercial banks can 
obtain reserves from the Federal Reserve 
System —— that is, the nation’s central 


banking system-——they cannot continue to 
| expand their volume of loans and the 


amount of demand deposits on their 
books. Commercial banks, however, as a 
result of war financing policies of the 
past are very large holders of govern- 
ment securities and can convert those 
securities into reserve funds if the cen- 
tral bank permits them to do so. Like 
wise, Federal Reserve purchases of gov- 


| ernment securities from non-banking in- 


vestors create bank reserves. When the 
system supports the price of government 
securities above the price placed upon 
those securities by the market, it be- 
comes a more or less automatic buyer 
and a more or leas continuous creator of 
bank reserves, which, in turn may 


| transformed by the commercial banks 


into loans and bank deposits. 

During most of the postwar period- 
including the last half of 1950 when in- 
flationary pressures were very strong--- 
the system's control over the volume and 


| availability of bank reserves was greatly 


weakened by its inability to operate in 


| the market for government securities 
| primarily with the aim of influencing the 
| volume of bank credit in the interest of 


stable economic conditions. Instead, the 
system's operations in the government 


| securities market were influenced too 
| frequently by the policy of supporting 
| the price of governments in conformance 
| with the debt management policy of the 
| treasury, which was featured by a stable 
| or “pegged” rate structure at levels low- 
| er than would have prevailed as a result 
| of national market forces under orderly 


conditions, 


The Federal Reserve System muat be 
able to exercise effective control over the 


| ereation of bank reserves. Obviously, the 
| commercial banks of the nation cannot 


be given freedom to acquire reserves, ex 


| pand loans, and create deposits at will 


and beyond the control of the central! 


| banking system—particularly in an infla. 


tionary period. If control cannot be 
achieved by the tested general methods, 
including operations in the open market, 
then it may be expected that ways and 
means will be sought to devise direct 
controls to regulate the volume of bank 


| eredit. Since apparently we do not face a 


temporary emergency preblem but are 
confronted with a situation which gov- 
ernment leaders indicate may last for 
several years, direct controls as a sub 
stitute for the more general indirect con- 
trols should be avoided to the greatest 
extent possible. 

Recent developments relating to the 
problem of coordinating debt manage 
ment policy and monetary and credit 
policies have been very encouraging. As 
announced by the secretary of the treas 
ary and the chairman of the board of 
governors and the Federal Open Market 
Committee of the Federal Reserve Sys 
tem, full aceord and understanding have 
been reached on this complicated subject 
Moreower, the treasury’s announcement 
regarding the offering of a 2% per cent 
marketable conversion bond in ex 
change for the outatar “ 2% per cent 
restricted bends of 1967-72 is viewed 
with favor in leading financial quarters 
These developments appear to offer real 
promise of working out a very difficult 
problem which has persisted since the 
end of the war

The banks and other financial instite- 
tions of the nation have a very great re- 
sponsibility in thin task of achieving do- 
meatic economic stability. In the first 
place, being more familiar with compli- 
eated financial developments than most 
other peopie, bankers should accept a 
greater degree of leadership in combat- 
ing inflation; each banker should active- 
ly attempt to exert his influence toward 
the achievement of what are known to be 
sound fiseal, monetary, and banking pol- 
cies. Secondly, if we are to attain our 
roduction goals, adequate financing will 
needed and the commercial banks and 
other financial institutions of the nation 
must stand ready to supply those funds. 
On the other hand, however, they should 
be on constant guard to prevent the ex- 
pansion of credit for non-productive, 
speculative, or inflationary purposes. 
Moreover, they should encourage and 
suppert sound central banking policies 
designed to prevent an unwarranted 
growth in the country’s money supply 

The demand for foods and fibers will 
unquestionably increase as incomes re- 
main high, as the size of the Armed 
Forces is increased, and as we continue 
to supply products to our foreign allies. 
Agriculture has been called upon to raise 
ite production goals substantially and, 
assuming reasenably favorable weather 
and growing conditions, uridoubtedly will 
attain the desired objectives. Increased 
production alone, however, is not the full 
answer to the problem; more efficient 
production must be obtained, the advan 
tages of better agricultural practices and 
the gains from soil conservation and im- 
provement must be retained and extend- 
ed, the advantages of agricultural di- 
versification must not be lost—in fact, 
every effort must be made to obtain 
more agricultural products more cheaply 
without lessening the strength and hal. 
ance of our agricultural structure

in the ground looking fer oil and gas 
than has been taken out up to date Fhe 
trouble is you never hear about the fellow 
that hits the dry hole. He slips off quietly 
and says fething, and manages to raise 
enough money te dig another hole and it 
may be dry too. You only hear about the 
fellow that hits the jackpot, the ones who 
strike oti bi It is just like you never 
hear albwut the fellow whe keeps putting 
his nickels and dimes end quarters into 
one of these one-armed bandits, and nev- 
er geta anything back, but you only hear 
them bragging when they hit the jackpot. 

It is the same way in the ol! business, 
and i am sure you will be surprised when 
I tell you that there are 400 industries in 
America, 400 separate industries, that 
make more money consistently than does 
oil 

The oi] business is a very difficult, 
hard, hazardous business. Oil operators 
cannot berrow money to drill wildcat 
wells within ordinary lines of credit, be- 
cause 80 per cent of them are dry, and it 
costs just as much money to drill a 
dry hole as it does a producer, sometimes 
more, It costs as much as a million del- 
lare to drill these deep testa, particularly 
out in the Gulf. 

I have in my pocket a Hat of 45 wells 
that cost over half a million dollara to 
drill recently, all dry. We are having to 
go deeper and deeper, and of course that 
means more and more expense, which is 
all of the more reason for unitixing your 
fields so that they can be properly devel- 
oped. You will get just as much money, 
and it will cost lees money to drill up 
the area 

I have already urged upen you that 
you consider a wider spacing of wells and 
field wnitization, which is just a step 
further. Pool your interests together and 
divide the money. That ia the way to get 
the most out of it, and | say that as a 
conservation official. | have no other in- 
terest than that

cause we cil have facing us the powsi- 
bility of bleeding ourselves white with 
taxes, and some ple when they hear 
that talk about “I can't understand that. 
Let some of the people in Washington do 
it.” Well, if that is the way you approach 
this problem, we are going to have a free 
choice system. people have got to 
understand it. Fortunately the people of 
America are fairly smart. 

Let's look at what has happened since 
Korea. Do you know that we had a bud- 
get considerably more than balanced at 
the Federal level since Korea? From 
June ist te January Ist it was overbal- 
anced by 1 9/10 billion dollars. We had 
a whale of an inflation. What was it 
made out of? Not made out of new 
money. Let’s take a look at it. 

In the first place, it was made out of 
psychological effect, the thing that the 
Governor mentioned, with the effort be- 
ing made to create the impression in the 
minds of the people that prices were 
going to rise, and money was going to 
get cheap. In the first place, the amount 
we were going to put in the defense 
effort, first 15 billion, according to the 
President, then 25, 30, and finally on up 
te 150 billion. Here it comes again. The 
people suggest, “This is another deal just 
like the last one. | know what happened 
before. I guess I'll just spend my dollars. 
I am net so dumb. | know before when 
we were in the war production we had 
rationing, and we had price controls.” 

The American farmer tried to keep 
that out, and it actually expires on June 
0th. We had something to do with that. 
When you write it in, what is it that is 
said to the people? “Here she comes 
again.” Oh, you say they wouldn't write 
this thing if they weren't afraid of these 
prices, afraid they would go to the ceil- 
ing, so they say, “I believe I will spend 
my savings now, what 1 was saving for 
next year.” 

Further they began saying, “Look, | 
had better «pend all of my wages on this 
or that, and discontinue this savings pro- 
gram, because obviously things will get 
cheaper. Furthermore they will ration 
them, and I ean’t buy them anyway.” 

Then after we got the authority, what 
did we do? We began making statements, 
thoroughly responsible people, that we 
would probably have to put in a thorough 
going price control business by March. 
Some said two months, some said one 
month, some said ten days. What did the 
people do’? Well, if a man were in busi 
ness, he said, “I guess I'll raise my prices 
now, and get the benefit of it.” If they 
are folks like you and me they say, 

Look, | bave been thinking of buying a 
new suit. | guess I will buy it while I can 
get it. I had better buy that new refrig 
erator, and had better build that new 

wsiness place we were thinking of 
oing.” 

That is the psychological thing. All of 
these things are only one thing. These 
are things which created the impression 

the minds of intelligent American citi 
ens everywhere that money was going 
to be cheap, and the thing to do with it 
* to spend it. De you know what they 
tid? They spent it. Retail sales in Janu 
ary were SO per cent higher than a year 
ago. That ia the peopie spending the 
more y 

Now, you have two factors. The budget 
was more than balanced, then the people 
got seared and they spent money. There 
is a surplus. The American machine was 
working full blast. Stores were full of 
things People found what they wanted, 
everything, freezers, automobiles, every 
thing.

Mineral Oi] Drench Can 
Harm Animal 


RENCHING livestock or pets with 
| mineral oil can cause prolonged 

reapiratery treuble, veterinarians 
have warned in a new bulletin. Drench- 
ing--the practice of pouring medicine 
down an animal's throat-——is always risky 
unless done by a skilled person, bat the 
danger ia sometimes even greater where 
mineral oil is used. Because such oil is 
nonirritating, it can get into the lungs 
without causing the animal to cough. In 
the absence of coughing, the oi] stays in 
the lungs and may cause the development 
of fibrous tissue, thas making the ani 
mal susceptible to repeated attacks of 
bronchopneumonia. The more an animal 
struggies while a drench is being given, 
the more chance there is that the medi 
cine will get into the lungs

mount Station, Reperting on the case, 
the Journal of the American Veterinary 
Medica! Association said that early diag- 
nosis of cancer of the stomach in a liv- 
ing horse or other large animal is “prac- 
tically an impossibility at present.” 
After being in apparently good health, 
the Cuban horse developed a colie-like 
ailment and died within a few hours. 
Autopsy revealed stomach cancer as the 
cause of death. The journal said that 
early cancer of the stomach often can 
be handied successfully in dogs because 
the symptoms are more revealing. In 
large animals, however, symptoms are 
net as clear-cut and death may come he- 
fore anyone suspects what is wrong

Experienced inspectors are stationed on all the central 
which cattle from Texas and neighboring states are 
ordinarily shipped. Upen authorization by a member proceeds 
of cattle bearing his brand are held, pending investigation, if 
the inspector believes that such cattle are being handled by

Field men are stationed at important range centers and 
inspect shipments, conduct investigations of losses by mem- 
bers, assist local officers in apprehending and capturing cattle 
thieves, and serve the membership in any way possible. An 
attorney furnished by the Association assists local officers in 
prosecuting parties indicted for theft from a member. 


When filling out this application it is important that in- 
formation as to marks and brands and range of cattle be as 
complete as possible. Draw your brands and marks on the cuts 
of animals on reverse side just as they appear on the cattle, 
Use a separate cut for each brand and state whether the cattle 
are of your own raising; or if bought, give the name and 
address of the party from whom you bought. Brands may also 
be recorded in the space for remarks. If a brand is a tally on 
hought cattle same will doubtless be in many marks and a “V" 
should be put in ene ear and “M" in the other—indicating 
various marks 

Charges incident to membership are $6 annual dues, $2 sub. 
scription to “The Cattieman,” and an assessment of twelve cents 
per head per year on the number of cattle rendered, which 
number should be 65 of the actual number owned. There is 
also a voluntary assessment of 1 cent per head on the number 
of cattle rendered for the support of the National Live Stock 
and Meat Board. The minimum charge for membership with 
brand rendered is based on a rendition of 50 head, and even 
though you own leas than 50 head, you are eligible for mem 
bership at the minimum charge. If you are now a subscriber 
to “The Cattleman,” same will not be charged to your member- 
ship until present subseription expires, 

The strength of any representative organization is entirely 
dependent on the support given it and the number of persons 
or the composite assets it is authorized to represent.
